In the Aca of exnanders three effects are to be taken 

care of:= (1) Time brane controlled by the condénser and res- 
istor 4n thé rectified AF circuits, If the delay 
is too long,it greatly affects vocal renroduction, 
“and if too short gives a-harsh or blasting sound, 

(2), Percentage of exvansion controlled by grid innut 
to exnepnder amplifier stage. 

(3),Bias of controlled amplifier to be adjusted so 
that there is no gain without DC is sunplied by ~ 
rectified AF from exnander cirouit, Thus the con- 
trolled amplifier tube outs off when there is 
only needle seratch etc. 


The foregoing, however is not the only avenue of benefit 
cerived from the principle of exnanding , as it can also be 
used to give almost ‘any desired control over the curve of 
an amplifying circuit, 


If a heavy low note resnonse is desired, a filter net- 
work calculated to split the signal at the highest freouency ~ 
it is desired to boost.

Undoubtedly two of the most progressive sciences at the 
present time are radio and aviati As all our readers are 
interested in the first, and most, we think,in. the second, it 
would seem that any piece of an-aratus common to both shovld be 
of considerable interest, Such a piece of anvnaratus is the 
radio altimeter, 


The annaratus consists of a simnle UHF oscillator, a corr- 
esnonding receiver and a common power wit installed out of the 
way in the radio compartment and remotely controlled by the 
pilot. Under the ‘lane are two sfiall T’shaned antennae in sen- 
arate streamlined dielectric hovéings ; one for transmitting 
and the other for receiving , They are dinoles ,éach a foot 
long and set about six inches away from’the wing,In front of 
the pilot,in a’ standard in@trument case, is an indi¢ator calit 
rated in feet .A small switch on the instrument parel nuts the’ 
altimeter in operation and its operation is then automatic, con- 
tinuous and practically instantaneous, 


This is the way it works, The transmitter frequency is 
rapidly "wobbled" up and dowm,60 times per second by a motor 
driven modulator consisting of a small rotating variable con- 
denser, It is so arranged that the freauency change produced 
is Linear. If we plot the frequenéy variation on a graph;we set 
a Pr aaaeee line saw-tooth pattern, as showm in the diagram in

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Each complete 'tooth' renrésents the change of--frequency from
